WHEREAS, The ASUC Senate recently passed SB09a in support of moving our money out of Bank of 
America; and, 

WHEREAS, The ASUC holds a number of investments in various companies through stocks and 
securities; and, 

WHEREAS, The ASUC has no formal investment policy; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That Title III of the ASUC Bylaws be amended to read: 

ARTICLE X - INVESTMENT COMMITTEE 

10.1 Purpose 

The purpose of the Investment Committee shall be to oversee all cash and cash equivalents and general 
investments held by the ASUC. The Committee shall review banking arrangements and monetary assets. 
The committee shall be further charged with developing and maintaining a written investment policy 
encompassing the values by which the ASUC conducts its official business. This committee will abide by 
the appointees to the committee must be willing to provide recommendations in accordance with ethical 
banking and abide by the values of social responsible investing as defined by the ASUC. 

10.2 Membership 

Voting members shall consist of 

1. Two ASUC Elected Officials as appointed by the ASUC President, each serving one-year terms. 

2. Two undergraduate student members as appointed by the ASUC President, with preference given 
to those from either economics-related undergraduate programs or Haas School of Business, and 
approved by a two-thirds vote of the ASUC Senate, each serving alternating two-year terms. 

1. The term "rotating" used solely in this article, shall mean that when one member of the 
committee (i.e. a graduate student member) is serving the first year of a two-year term, 
the other member (i.e. the second graduate student) shall be in the second year of their 
respective term. 

3. Two graduate student members as appointed by the Graduate Assembly President, with 
preference given to those from either economics-related graduate programs or Haas School of Business, 
each serving alternating two-year terms. 
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4. Three UC Berkeley faculty, staff, or alumni, with preference given to those with expertise in 
investment, as appointed by the ASUC President, each serving no more than two alternating two-year 
terms. 

Non-voting members shall consist of: 

1. The Director of the ASUC A uxiliary 

2. The Auxiliary Financial Services Manager 

3. ASUC Finance Officer 

10.3 Meetings 

The Investment Committee shall meet, at least, once per quarter. The Chair of the committee shall have 
the authority to call the committee into session sooner if necessary. The Chair shall create an agenda in 
advance of each meeting and act as an impartial facilitator, except when necessary, the Chair shall act 
as a tie-breaking vote. 

10.4 Authority 

The Committee shall: 

1. Establish a written investment policy that is consistent with ethical banking practices, and the 
values of the ASUC as determined by the Senate. 

2. Conduct analyses of ASUC investments to ensure they are in line with the investment policy. 

3. Conduct a yearly review of the services and policies of the bank or credit union in which the 
ASUC keeps its cash and cash equivalents. The Committee shall determine whether or not the banking 
institution continues to provide adequate services and operate in a manner consistent with the 
Investment Policy. 

4. Produce and present a quarterly written report to the ASUC Senate outlining the how the ASUC 
should be investing its money. 

5. Have the authority to direct all holdings, investments, and investment practices of the ASUC.

Sproul and involves razing Eshleman Hall in fall 2013 and building a new, expanded, 
LEED Gold certified student union; and, 

WHEREAS, While Eshleman Hall, Martin Luther King, Jr. Student Union, and the Cesar Chavez 
Student Learning Center are under construction the ASUC Student Government, ASUC 
Auxiliary, Cal Corps Public Service Center, Daily Californian, Open Computing Facility, 
Publications Center, Blue & Gold Yearbook, and all student organizations currently 
housed in Eshleman Hall will be relocated both on and off campus; and,

WHEREAS, This transition and relocation process is known as "SURGE"; and,

WHEREAS, Campus and ASUC officials have come to trust and respect Donna-Jo's organized, 
efficient, and effective working style in addition to her trustworthiness, transparency, and

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A Bill to Improve ASUC Elected Official Transitioning and Protect Institutional History

WHEREAS, Title I of the Associated Students of the University of California (ASUC) By-Laws 
encompasses rules and regulations surrounding Administrative Structure and Article XII 
specifically addresses the Senate Leadership Network Training; and, 

WHEREAS, The Senate Leadership Network Training is necessary for the success, consistency, and 
efficiency of the ASUC Senate; and, 

WHEREAS, Students fees are used to fund the training of the ASUC senators, and absences are a 
waste of those resources; and, 

WHEREAS, Training is an essential way for Senators-elects to connect on a more personal level, cross 
party lines, and form lasting bonds that will remain throughout the entire senate term; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Given enough prior notice, candidates will know if the scheduling is within their 
bandwidth; and, 

WHEREAS, Institutional knowledge and memory is the biggest weakness of the ASUC due to the 
annual turnover of student leadership after each election; and, 

WHEREAS, Each outgoing Senate class has an obligation to the student body to provide adequate and 
holistic guidance to the incoming Senate class in order for their work to be continued; 
and, 

WHEREAS, The student population is a transient one that is constantly changing but the issues they 
face remain constant, as such, it is incumbent upon ASUC representatives to also remain 
constant in their response to these issues, such as budget cuts and fee hikes, in order to 
build on the efforts of their predecessors; and, 

WHEREAS, It is incumbent upon the ASUC executives, particularly the Executive Vice President, to 
facilitate dialogue and transitioning between the Senators before beginning their term; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Title I, Article XII, sections 1 through 5 of the bylaws currently reads: 

12.1 First-term Senators and Executive Officers are required to attend all Senate Leadership Network 
Training Sessions as established by the Executive Vice President. These sessions shall include a session 
prior to the beginning of the Fall Semester and may be held as frequently as each month during the 
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Academic Year. The Executive Vice President shall establish a Training Session to focus on the ASUC 
Advocacy Agenda to be held within two weeks of its adoption by the Senate. 

12.2 Senators who do not attend all of the Leadership Network Training Sessions shall be counted as 
missing a Senate meeting for attendance purposes. Further, the Executive Vice President shall 
prominently post a list of Senators who have not attended all sessions. Exceptions shall be made for 
valid medical excuses explaining the reason(s) for nonattendance. 

12.3 The Senate Leadership Network Training shall be conducted between the first day of the semester 
and the third Senate meeting of the same semester. 

12.4 The Executive Vice President must verbally and by mail notify the New Senators of the date, time, 
and place of the Senate Leadership Network Training no less than two weeks prior to the first training 
session. 

12.5 The purpose of the Senate Leadership Network Training is to introduce new Senators to the 
structure and operation of the ASUC, educate Senators on the communities affiliated to senators-elect 
through community workshops, provide senators with a workshop focusing on the University budget, 
provide senators with a workshop regarding sustainability, introduce Senators to the Constitution, By- 
Laws, and Rules of Order, and provide training on issues of diversity. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the by-laws Title I, Article XII, sections 1 through 5 be 
amended to read: 

12.1 First-term Senators and Executive Officers are required to attend all Senate Leadership Network 
Training Sessions as established by the Executive Vice President. These sessions shall include a session 
prior to the end of the spring semester, immediately following elections, to be facilitated by the 
outgoing Executive Vice-President and the Incoming Executive Vice-President-elect. After elections, 
the twenty Senator-elects are required to attend at least one standing committee meeting to its entirety 
and one weekly senate meeting of the outgoing Senate class prior to the completion of the spring 
semester. Also, a second transitioning session shall occur prior to the beginning of the Fall Semester 
and may be held as frequently as each month during the Academic Year. The Executive Vice President 
shall establish a Training Session to focus on the ASUC Advocacy Agenda to be held within two weeks 
of its adoption by the Senate. 

12.2 Senators who do not attend less than two-thirds of the Leadership Network Training Sessions shall 
be counted as missing three standing committee and Senate meetings for attendance purposes. Further, 
the Executive Vice President shall prominently post a list of Senators who have not attended all 
sessions. Exceptions shall be made for valid medical excuses and valid family emergencies, explaining 
the reason(s) for nonattendance. 

12.3 The second Senate Leadership Network Training shall be conducted between the first day of the 
semester and the third Senate meeting of the same semester, the week before school instruction of the 
Fall Semester. 
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12.4 The Executive Vice President must verbally and by mail notify the New Senators of the date, time, 
and place of the Senate Leadership Network Training no less than two weeks prior to the first training 
session. A ll candidates running for office the preceding Spring Semester shall be notified at the 
candidates' meeting about the dates of Senate Leadership Network Training for the upcoming term 
by the Elections Council Chair and Attorney General. 

12.5 The purpose of the Senate Leadership Network Training is to introduce new Senators to the 
structure and operation of the ASUC, educate Senators on the communities affiliated to senators-elect 
through community workshops, provide senators with a workshop focusing on the University budget, 
provide senators with a workshop regarding sustainability, introduce Senators to the Constitution, By- 
Laws, and Rules of Order, and provide training on issues of diversity, and protect the institutional 
memory of the ASUC Therefore, it is incumbent upon the outgoing Senate class to contribute to the 
transitioning of the incoming Senate class by participating in the Senate Leadership Network and 
actively engaging with the subsequent and incoming ASUC student leaders. 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, The amendments to Title I Article XII of the ASUC 
By-Laws take effect prior to the 2012 ASUC Elections.
